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DHICROSCOPIC OBJECTS. 

Not only in the objects which are visi- 
ble to the unassisted eye, but also in those 
which can only be perceived by the help of 
microscopes, isthe characteristic of variety 
to be seen. Inthe scales of fishes for 
example; we perceive an infinite num- 
ber of divers ed specimens of the most 
curious work anship,. Some of these 
are of a longis.. ‘orm, some round, some 
triangular, some , quare; in short, of all 
imaginable shape: wome are armed with 
sharp prickles, as in the perch and sole;

By the Packet ship Roscoe, Delens, 
London papers to October 23d, and

the N. Y. Journal of Commerce. 


We are happy to have it in our pow- 
erto state the arrival ip England of 
Captain Ross, who for four years has 


been absent on an exploring expidition, 
and, for the purpose of discovering 
him, if alive, Captain Back who with a 
party, passed through New York last 


summer, Was despatched in search of 


him. It appears that at one time, by 
comparing his notes, that they were 
within thirty-five miles of whaling ships. 
They have discovered a tribe of Indi-
